ITEM 5 - 

1. THE NSC STAFF AND JUSTICE DEPARTMENT REPRESENTATIVES RESPONSIBLE 
FOR SHEPHERDING NSDD-84 ASKED CIA, NSA AND SECOM TO REVIEW ARTICLES AND BOOKS 
AUTHORED BY SCI -APPROVED PERSONS WHO HAD NOT SIGNED A NDA WITH AN EXPLICIT 
PREPUBLICATION REVIEW REQUIREMENT AND WHICH CONTAINED CLASSIFIED INFORMATION. 

THE OBJECT IS TO DEMONSTRATE THAT THE ABSENCE OF A PREPUBLICATION REQUIREMENT 

LEADS TO UNAUTHORIZED DISCLOSURES, AND THE EXISTENCE OF ONE WOULD HELP PREVENT 

THEM. THE DATA RESULTING FROM THE REVIEW WOULD BE PRESENTED BY I ^IN STAT 

CLOSED TESTIMONY BEFORE ONE OR MORE CONGRESSIONAL COMMITTEES, IN AN EFFORT TO 

CONVINCE CONGRESS THAT THE MORATORIUM ON PREPUBLICATION REVIEW AGREEMENTS 

SHOULD BE LIFTED. 

2. CIA'S OFFICE OF INFORMATION SERVICES IS LEADING A TASK FORCE WITHIN 
CIA TO DEVELOP DATA AS DESCRIBED ABOVE. OFFICE OF PUBLIC AFFAIRS, OFFICE OF 
GENERAL COUNSEL, OFFICE OF SECURITY AND REPS OF FOUR DIRECTORATES ARE 
PARTICIPATING. 

3. I'D LIKE TO SOLICIT ASSISTANCE OF THE REST OF THE COMMUNITY IN THIS 
EFFORT. IF PREPUBLICATION REVIEW IS AN IMPORTANT TOOL IN SAFEGUARDING 
SENSITIVE DATA AND PREVENTING LEAKS, WE SHOULD TAKE THIS OPPORTUNITY TO HELP 
IMPLEMENT ITS USE. 

4. I HAVE INVITED I ^ WHO HEADS THE CIA TASK FORCE, TO
